2. Communication dated September 6, 2019 (received September 19th) requesting 
Commission approval of Modification No. 1 to a contract with a one-year option to 
renew between the Charter County of Wayne and the Conference of Western 
Wayne (CWW) (of Detroit) not to exceed $630,258 to continue to provide Youth
